REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance is the inclusion of a cartridge surface and an anvil surface in a 
surgical stapler that have matching curved surfaces in order to aid in alignment. The 
cartridge surface is formed of two levels. An upper level of the cartridge surface has 
two sections on either side of a lower level. Two sloping walls join the two levels of the 
cartridge surface. The recessed lower level of the cartridge surface, which includes the 
staple slots for ejecting staples, aids in alignment of the anvil and the cartridge prior to a 
stapling operation. During alignment of the anvil with the cartridge, the anvil is able to 
slide along and down the sloping walls to reach the lower level of the cartridge surface. 
This ensures alignment. 

2. Regarding the prior art, Jankowski (2004/00041 05) teaches the use of matching 
curved surfaces of a cartridge surface and an anvil surface (see Figs. 4A and 4B) for 
the purpose of facilitating alignment (see abstract). However, Jankowski fails to teach a 
cartridge surface having two levels, the lower level including the staple slots, and two 
sloping walls joining the two levels. Instead, Jankowski only teaches one continuously 
curved cartridge surface. 

3. In an alternative embodiment of Jankowski shown in Figs. 1 1 A and 1 1 B, a 
circular stapler has a lower level with the staple slows, and two sloping walls to aid in 
alignment of the anvil and cartridge. However, this embodiment does not include an 
upper level having two sections on either side of the lower level.
